However, the applicant's proposed 'Amendment After Final Rejection' (filed 1 1 August 2006). if entered, would at least newly introduce for 
instance the limitations of "the control circuit comprises: a first switch,... a second switch,... a third switch.... and a fourth switch" to 
independent claim 1; as well as the limitations of "the capacitors are selectively connected to driving voltages used by the 
common/segment driving circuit, but not to driving voltages not used by the common/segment driving circuit, according to a logic state of 
the driving polarity signal" to independent claims 10 and 18. 

Such limitations, if incorporated into present claim language, would dramatically alter inventive scope of the claims, requiring additional 
search and consideration.
